5,000 Angry Gays Rally & March

A small candlelight 
vigil on Castro mush¬ 
roomed into an angry 
protest march. Gay men 
and women swelling ranks 
as a group reached an 
estimated 5,000. 

The spontaneous out¬ 
pouring paraded for over 
five miles down Market, 
up Polk, with Gays pour¬ 
ing out of the bars to join 
the shouting, singing, 
whistling march past 
Grace Cathedral, the 
Fairmont, to a rally in 
Union Square. 


The Gay crowd filled 
Union Square. Singing 
."We Shall Overcome" ttiey 
ran up a red "Gay revolu¬ 
tion" flag to the top of 
the square's flagpole. 
When the flag stuck naif- 
way up, a young woman 
shimmied up the pole to 
free the flag. The crowd 
cheered wildly. 

The parade had no plan¬ 
ners or leaders or 
marshals - just those who 
volunteered to keep the 
crowd together. The 
police were cooperative 
and cordial - a wise atti¬ 
tude - in view of the 


anger that was seeking a 
focus. 

The group returned to 
the Castro area, where 
hundreds sat in the inter¬ 
section at Castro and 
18 th. 

Harvey Milk, popular 
and long-time Gay 
activist, marched with the 
group the entire distance 
as did political columnist 
Wayne Friday. Milk ad¬ 
dressed the crowd with a 
bullhorn in Union Square 
saying, "Nine years ago 
this month was Stonewall. 
Tonight you are witnes¬ 
sing Stonewall Two!" 


Direct From Miami: 
Election Wrapup 


The future of the Gay 
rights movement on a na¬ 
tional level was assured 
by what happened here on 
June 7th - the 2 to 1 
repeal of a Gay rights 
ordinance here is seen by 
movement activists as a 
step backwards, but two 
giant steps forward are 
also recognized: 

1. Thousands of Gay 
people rallied around the 
country raising $350,000 
to launch a professional 
campaign by the Dade 
County Coalition. The 
effect was to give in¬ 
creased hope that a well- 
financed national Gay 
rights lobby will now be 
possible. Anita Bryant 
has announced that SOC 
(Save Our Children) will 


now have a national of¬ 
fice. She says, "The 
normal majority has 
spoken." Bryant is a pop¬ 
ular enemy who could 
Conversely solidify sup¬ 
port for a Gay rights 
headquarters in the 
capital. 

2. Gay liberation became 
a national issue with mil¬ 
lions of Americans taking 
positions on Gay rights for 
the first time. It clearly 
focuses that Gay rights 
will continue to be a na¬ 
tional issue, which is what 
the National Gay Task 
Force has been attempt¬ 
ing to achieve.

The 800 celebrants were 
clearly disappointed, but 
obviously not disillu¬ 
sioned. The entire coun¬ 
try was looking to Dade 
County and that, in itself, 
was considered a master¬ 
ful achievement by all. 
The huge crowd sang "We 
Shall Overcome" with 
hands clasped overhead 
and then danced late into

The Mayor promised the Gay community prior 
to his election that he would bring Gay men and 
women into his administration. To us that means 
up-front Gay people. A closet Gay is as meaningful 
tcHG^^liberation as choosing Carol Doda to head up 

The Mayor has since told the Gay community he 
doesn't want to play the numbers game. Truth is he 
can't 'cause he has no numbers to speak of. He also 
insists qualifications are paramount. Who would 
disagree? But surely from the largest urban 
minority - one person could meet the qualifications. 
Probably 90% ot the citizenry has whatever it takes 
to be a Supervisor. Outside of a tough hide, strong 
shoulders, a long memory and a big mouth, we know 
of little else needed for most civic posts. Perhaps 
as it should be in an enlightened democracy. 

The Gay community needs and warrants signifi¬ 
cant personages in City government. The Mayor 
knows this! We bring it to his attention one more 
time. 

In the last supervisorial election all the incum¬ 
bents were re-elected. An out-of-the-closet Gay 
was runner-up (and considerably ahead of the pack). 
That fact remains, and that constituency deserves 
formal acknowledgement. 

The opening on the Board should go to a 

S ualified Gay. It's time, Mr. Mayor; it's justified. 
:'s both principled and pragmatic. 

We sense at this moment the Mayor is a man in 
search of a character. We sense an opportunity has 
presented itself to find some and show some. 

The word spreads around the city, stealthily, 
like late-afternoon fog, "We have a weak Mayor. . ." 
Mr. Moscone, it's time you showed San Franciscans 
you had some balls!

about civil rights in Brazil 
and to come home and 
show concern about civil 
rights being denied 
Americans in Dade Coun¬ 
ty, Florida. 

So overwhelming was 
the defeat here that an 
analysis of precincts is 
almost moot. Predict¬ 
ably, the Cuban vote was 
heavy for repeal (8 to 1) 
while the liberal, young, 
and Jewish vote was sup¬ 
portive - but not as sup¬ 
portive as Coalition 
officials had predicted. 
The pro-Gay Miami Beach 
vote (Jewish senior citi¬ 
zens) would have helped 
some, but the turnout was 
small in this area because 
a rent control measure 
had been removed from 
the ballot. 

Surprisingly, the blue 
collar vote was high for 
repeal (6 to 1). The turn¬ 
out overall was the 
largest ever in a local 
special election (50%). 

A full analysis of the 
campaign here and what 
the movement can learn 
from possible mistakes 
will be undertaken im¬ 
mediately by the NGTF in 
New York according to 
co-chair Jean O'Leary. 
There is continuing debate 
already over whether the 
Coalition should have ex¬ 
tensively answered the 
daily "child/sex" charges 
by the Bryant forces. 

The Gay campaign cen¬ 
tered around issues of 
human rights. In the final 
week, the Bryant forces 
began to use the human 
rights phrase too. Their

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campaign concluded. 
These are the campaign 
manager’s observations: 

The campaign head¬ 
quarters had been set up 
prior to my arrival in 
April. It was a loose 
movement and I was 
brought in as a profession¬ 
al to convert it into a 
tight, structured cam¬ 
paign organization. 

I began by creating a 
campaign hierarchy so 
there would be a function¬ 
al structure. Second, I 
took a poll - hiring one of 
the best political pollsters 
in the country so we 
would not approach this 
thing impressionistically. 
The campaign would have 
to be sophisticated. I 
thought the poll was es¬ 
sential, although we only 
had $30,000 in April. 
Third, I determined that 
we needed a heavy adver¬ 
tising campaign as the 
’heart' of our effort. 
Therefore, the decision 
that flowed from that was 
that we had to raise an 
awful lot of money. 
Eventually over $350,000 
was raisea. 

I studied how the local 
news media had been cov¬ 
ering the Gay issue, and I 
found that it was distort¬ 
ing things and giving an 
unbalanced picture. The 
only way, I determined, 
that we would be able to 
get through tQ the voters 
would be to buy our mes¬ 


sage. We could not de¬ 
pend on the news to 
report accurately and 
truthfully our effort. 

I talked to the top 
political media people 
who are really creative. I 
finally got one of the best 
producers, David Sawyer 
of New York. He handles 
the media campaigns for 

f overnors, senators and 
oreign countries. Sawyer 
said he would do the cre¬ 
ative TV and radio pro¬ 
duction work for us at 
, ’’cost." That was $7,000. 
His regular fee would 
have been $50,000 ... I 
lined up the talent. We 
got Ed Asner ("Mary Tyler 
Moore Show") and other 
| personalities to work for 
us. Hollywood producer 
Norman Lear aid the 
Asner TV spot for us at no 
charge. 

One of our most effec¬ 
tive TV spots was of a 
local woman who is the 
head Qf the PTA and a 
mother of two children.! 
She came on as a PTA I 
official with children who 
was against discrimina¬ 
tion. I produced that one 
. . . She was telling view¬ 
ers. "I do not want my 
children to grow up know¬ 
ing discrimination. 

We also had five radio 
commercials; four pro¬ 
duced in New York. We 
also created short visual 
spots for TV in addition to! 
tne longer personality; 
spots. 


I wrote the full-page 
ads that have been ap¬ 
pearing almost daily in 
the "Miami Herald" and 
"Miami News." 

The "Save Our Child¬ 
ren" group was pushing 
hard m tne media that 
homosexuals are child 
molesters and recruiters 
of children into their life¬ 
style. It was my decision 
not to use our advertising 
to reply but to stress that 
this was a "human rights" 
issue. 

Our polling and my own 
analysis were that the 
majority of the people in 
this county believe in hu¬ 
man rights. Also, to begin 
to reply to their charges 
woulcf put us on the defen¬ 
sive. 

If I had to give you 
what was inside the typi¬ 
cal voter's head, it might 
go something like this: 

well, I don't know about 
these homosexuals. I am 
confused about them. I 
don't like what they do. I 
am kind of uptight about 
it. But, you know what, 
they deserve to work ana 
they have to live some 
place." 

I also knew that we 
could not change people's 
attitudes about homosexu¬ 
ality. If people believed 
that homosexuals molest 
children (a perception 
developed since childhood) 
or that homosexuals are 
some awful, evil people,

able because of their non¬ 
profit status, we decided 
that in Dade County it 
would have been a mis¬ 
take to challenge the 
churches. We are aware 
that challenging the 
churches' tax status was 
successful, to some ex¬ 
tent, in California; but 
there was a different situ¬ 
ation here. 

Dade County has 
750,000 registered voters. 
It is a very large county, 
so we concentrated on IZo 
precincts that our analysis 
indicated could be favor¬ 
able to us. That was 126 
out of 440 precincts. Our 
telephoning, leafleting, 
and mailings were 
centered in the targeted 
precincts. 

The Jewish community 
was the most favorable 
group to us here, and it is 
the largest voting block in 
our targeted areas. If we 
only had a Jewish vote 
here, there would have 
been no problem. 

Our polling showed that 
we had more friends 
among these groups: the 
young, educated, wealthy 
people who classify them¬ 
selves as "liberals," 
Democrats, and the 
people who were the most 


church-going. 

| We designated certain 
(precincts in the county 
where these types, who 
were likely to be favor¬ 
able to us ; were located. 
We went into the condo¬ 
minium area, for example, 

I where there are lots of 
Jewish people; and al¬ 
though there are a lot of 
other people there too 
who might be uptight, 
there were also rational 
people who were recep¬ 
tive. 

We found that older 
people who were Jewish 
were most friendly, but 
that was not true of older 
people in general. What 
we had going for us was 
that we nad Jewish sup¬ 
port across all lines within 
the Jewish community . . . 

| In the Miami Beach sec¬ 
tion of Dade County many 
Jews were interested in 
the ballot because a ballot 
measure was also to be 
voted upon that would 
have brought rent con¬ 
trols.

issue stayed: on the ballot 
as long as it did. While it 
was on the ballot it al¬ 
lowed us to form a very 
productive coalition with 
the pro-rent control 
■people. This close rela¬ 
tionship got us support 
that we might not have J 
had otherwise. That 
working relationship 

moved from a political 
alliance to a friendship 
between the two camps. 
In this effort, we brought 
many into our cause in 
Miami Beach. (NOTE: 
Miami Beach has a tradi¬ 
tionally large voter turn¬ 
out.) Even with the rent 
measure off the ballot, I 
do not think that we will 
lose as many votes be¬ 
cause of this nistory. 

We have also had a 
strategy of not campaign¬ 
ing in the Spanish-speak¬ 
ing (Cuban) community. 
We did not advertise in 
their daily newspaper. 
They do not have a large 
voter turnout, and this 
issue would only inflame 
them. 

The "Herald" and the 
"News" have the same 
owner. It is a complete 
monopoly here. We 
placed a dozen full-page 
and 3/4-page ads that 
were costly but necessary. 
The 3/4 ad is $2,900 on 
week days; on Sunday a 
full page ad is $5,000. We 
placed over $35,000 in ads 
in the Herald-News 
papers. 

Considering how much 
:we paid for advertising, I 
am outraged at the atti¬ 
tude of the Advertising 
Acceptance Department 
lat the Herald-News. They 
have permitted the "Save 
]Our Children" ads to be 
(outrageously inflamma¬ 
tory and distorted, but 
they arbitrarily and con¬ 
sistently demanded that 
we change our ad copy. 
They have been biased 
against us from the begin¬ 
ning. (NOTE: The 


Herald-News papers 

called for repeal of the 
Gay ordinance in their 
editorials.) 

Most of the Herald- 
News objections to our 
ads have been to visual 
graphics, but they have 
also demanded that we 
change the wording of our 
text ... In one aa we ran 
a large photograph of 
Anne Frank with ad copy 
that said in large letters, 
"A MESSAGE FkOM THE 
PEOPLE OF HOLLAND." 
The ad was paid for by 
contributions from 

Holland Gay activists and 
civic leaders, through the 
Coalition. It called for 
"tolerance for people of 
differing backgrounds" 
and the text begem, "We, 
in the land of Anne Frank, 
know what prejudice and 
discrimination can lead 
to." The Herald called us 
just 30 minutes before 
they began their press run 
of that edition to tell us 
that they had decided not 
to include the photo of 
Anne Frank. I pleaded to 
them that I know that 
freedom of the press be¬ 
longs to those who own 
one, but I asked why the 
photo had to be pulled. 
The Advertising official 
answered that he was 
"Not prepared to answer 
why." This hurt the ad 
badly in its appearance in 
the paper. But you have 
no recourse because it is a 
newspaper monopoly and 
the Herald reaches a lot 
of people. 

They have been very 
arbitrary on other ads 
also. In another ad we 

S uoted Heinrich Himmler. 

i the ad our headline 
said, "SOME PEOPLE SAY 
THAT DISCRIMINATION 
AGAINST HOMOSEXU¬ 
ALS IS NOT A SERIOUS 
MATTER." Then we 

S uoted a creed of the 
fazi Germany govern¬ 
ment which said that it "is 
our policy to preserve the 
Nordic race" by extermi¬ 
nating homosexuals. The 
statement, by Himmler, 
had a tiny swastika in one 
corner - which was on the 
original statement. The 
Herald said that the 
swastika was "incendiary" 
and they would not permit 
it to run in the ad. They 
continued, however, to 
run an opposition ad that 
had large headlines about 
"child molestation by 
homosexuals" and it did 
not consider that "incen¬ 
diary." 

The Herald editorial¬ 
izing and changing of our; 
ads destroyed much of the' 
graphic power of them. 
These decisions were 
arbitrary and unannounced 
until just before the press( 
run began. Then we got a 
sudden phone cadi of their 
decision. This did not 
allow us any time to make 
some meaningful adjust¬ 
ment. 

We have had extensive 


TV coverage on news pro¬ 
grams. Our press confer¬ 
ences have been reason¬ 
ably covered. Editorially, 
the stations have been 
hostile, however, by 
coming out for repeal. 
Radio and TV coverage 
has been generally fair. 
Of the six "talk show" 
hosts, four out of the six 
have been pro-Gay rights 
in their commentary and 
handling of callers. Fre¬ 
quently, the women 
callers expressed some 
uptightness on homosexu¬ 
ality but also expressed a 
belief in human rights. 

We had eight major 

f >ress conferences in the 
ast two week period. 
One featured Gloria 
Steinem of NOW and 
another. Assemblyman 
Willie Brown from Cali¬ 
fornia. Sheriff Hongisto 
from San Francisco re¬ 
ceived good press. We 
brought in noted psychi¬ 
atrists to refute the 
"homosexuals are child 
molesters" charge and 
that got excellent cover¬ 
age. 

The contributions con¬ 
tinue to flow in, thousands 
of them. We hand in 
thousands of checks and 
money orders. The bank 
finds it difficult to 
process them all. Jack 
Campbell (NOTE: Camp¬ 
bell is owner of the Club 
Bath chain, a founder of 
the Coalition and its cur¬ 
rent Treasurer.) does a 
beautiful job of handling 
all of this. At times the 
bank has a small balance 
because it is backlog 


on processing everything. 
Jack has been terrific m 
turning over his own 
personal staff to do the 
accounting. He hired one 
additional person just to 
do the books for the cam¬ 
paign. If we had this done 
by an outside firm it 
would have cost us a 
fortune. 

After this is all over, 
we should consider filing a 
lawsuit against the Miami 
Herald-News monopoly 
for their outrageous con¬ 
duct, their blatant bias 
against us. 

Now that it is all over, I 
can reflect back on what 
happened in trying to give 
us a professional and ef¬ 
fective campaign. About 
the only thing I would 
have done different, if I 
had it to do over again, is 
to have a more smooth 
and efficient handling of 
the early staffing and 
structuring of the cam¬ 
paign. We could have 
made some stronger and 
better staffing decisions. 

The limited time was 
the biggest handicap. We 
could nave really done it 
right if we had six months 
instead of just six weeks.

An early professional 

B oll conducted by the 
lade County Coalition 
indicated that Gay rights 
would be supported in 
those areas that had Jews, 
young people, educated 
people and liberals. Co¬ 
alition officials had desig¬ 
nated 126 precincts (out 
of 440) as possibly firm 
and concentrated efforts 
in those areas. 

The news media found 
two local angles of special 
interest - an attractive 


George Mendenhall from Miami 

County elections had 
predicted a 30 to 35% 
turn-out just before the 
vote - a large response for 
a special election. The 
prediction was based on 
the unusually large num¬ 
ber of people who applied 
for absentee ballots. 
Coalition supporters were 
hopeful because a large 
vote normally meant that 
the liberals would go to 
the polls. Conservatives 
always vote. 

The population of Dade 
County is three million, 
with 712,000 registered 
voters - 527,000 Demo¬ 
crats; 137.000 Repub¬ 
licans; and 47,000 with no 
party affiliation. The 
local Democratic Party 
Executive Committee 
voted to oppose the re¬ 
peal. Such endorsement 
ordinarily assures victory 
with a 5 to 1 Democratic 
registration. At issue this 
time was an emotionally 
charged matter not to be 
dealt with along tradition¬ 
al party lines. 


and forceful personality 
and a well-publicized 
attempt by some Gay 
activists to stimulate the 
national boycott of orange 
juice. Bryant was partic¬ 
ularly successful in bring¬ 
ing her viewpoint to 
millions by using the 
media. And in fairness, 
the media allowed Gays to 
respond. The media made 
Gay rights a national issue 
for the first time in 
history. 

The United Press, Asso¬ 
ciated Press, Washington 
Post and New York Times 
flew correspondents to 
Miami for the coverage. 
Newsweek put Anita 
Bryant on the cover and 
discussed Gay rights and 
the growing power of Gay 
politics. From the first 
conferences, you would 
think Jimmy Carter was 
speaking. 

The sensational news¬ 
paper, TV and radio ad¬ 
vertising and press con¬ 
ferences of the Bryant 
forces have tended to 


thoroughly confuse local 
voters. The issue, they 


said, was "child molesta¬ 
tion" and that Gays would 
virtually take over the 
city ("as they have done in 
San Francisco" one TV 
commercial warns). When 
the Coalition expressed 
that this was a human 
rights issue, the SOC 
switched its advertising to 
"Vote for Human Rights - 
the Human Rights of 
Children." 

Bryant's "Save Our 
Children" people never 
used the word ' f Gay" - but 
instead loudly said the 
word "homosexual" as if it 
were something terribly 
menacing. 

The Coalition leaders 
decided early in the cam¬ 
paign that they would not 
become defensive and 
place themselves in the 
constant position of 
attempting to daily refute 
the child molestation and 
child recruitment charges. 
They thought it would put 
the campaign in a nega¬ 
tive light. The Coalition 
instead repeatedly empha¬ 
sized that the real issue 
was human rights - that it 
was the right of all minor¬ 
ities, including homosexu¬ 
als, to have jobs and 
places to live. This 
appealed to those they 
were attempting to reach 
- the educated, the young, 
the liberal. No attempt 
was made to woo votes in 
the Cuban or Black com¬ 
munities of which one 
Coalition official said, "It 
would only inflame them." 

Miami has become a 
testing ground for civil 
liberties in a broader 
sense. 

Local straight liberals, 
well-known to the area, 
took out their full-page ad 
in local newspapers the 


day before the vote. It 
called for a vote against 
repeal because they had 
come to realize that this 
was the first time that 
Americans had the oppor¬ 
tunity to reject the rights 
of minorities that nad 
already been attained. 
Local civil libertarians 
have been openly support¬ 
ing the Gay rights ordi¬ 
nance with radio and TV 
appearances. One well- 
known straight attorney 
said on a TV forum, "What 
rights would Blacks have 
attained in Alabama if it 
had been a popularity con¬ 
test at the polls there?" 


The Dade Countv Coali¬ 


tion had very public re¬ 
ception offices. Inside 
there were two executive 
offices, a large trouble¬ 
shooting area and a good- 
sized back room where 
poll watchers, literature 
distributors and phone 
callers were trained; and 
there were additional 
tables for doing mailing. 
Fifteen blocks away was a 
phone bank of 50 phones 
which operated day and 
night to get out the vote. 

The Coalition had also 
hired two off-duty Miami 
police "just in case of 
trouble." There was none. 

Save Our Children, Inc., 
was not an open shop. 
There was no indication 
outside its office what

How¬ 
ever, the trade now 
recognizes that the 
Herald was greatly sen¬ 
sationalizing and exag¬ 
gerating homosexual 

arrests, child pornography 
and molestation stories - 
no matter how insignifi¬ 
cant - in an obvious 
discrediting of homosexu¬ 
als on other pages. This 
played hand m hand with 
the Bryant campaign 
which incorporated these 
Herald stories into its own 
advertising copy. In addi¬ 
tion, the Herald permitted 
the SOC staff to place 
highly inflammatory ad¬ 
vertising accusing homo¬ 
sexuals of horrendous 
acts, while editing and 
deleting copy and graphics 
from the Coalition aaver- 
tising with no explanation.

SF Deputies 
Divide On 
Bryant 

Sheriff Richard Hon- 

f isto had no sooner left 
or Miami to campaign for 
Gay rights when the Exec¬ 
utive Board of Directors 
of the San Francisco 
Deputy Sheriffs’ Associa¬ 
tion took his absence as a 
time to create a little 
mischief. 

Sergeant Richard Jack- 
son, president of the asso¬ 
ciation, composed and 
sent a telegram praising 
Anita Bryant in her drive 
against Gays. 

In language that con- 

g ratulated homophobe 
ryant for taking a stand 
while trying not to too 
heartily endorse that 
stand, the telegram was a 
rather adolescent gambit 
to embarrass the sheriff 
according to observers. 

"This telegram is in 
support of your constitu¬ 
tional right of free 
speech," said the message. 
"We consider your opinion 
to be a sacred right . . . 
and we applaud the stand 
you have taken and ad¬ 
mire your courage." 

As usual, the "police 
mentality" missed the 
point. At no time was the 
issue ever one of Bryant's 
constitutional right of 
free speech. But the big¬ 
otry that flowed from her 
mouth and as the weeks 
went by the almost un¬ 
believable stupidity of the 
woman's comments. 

In recent weeks - after 
several public appear¬ 
ances and statements 
where she appeared to be 
going off the deep end 
with absurdity - Bryant's 
involvement has been cur¬ 
tailed. Shp failed to show 
up for hdr highly publi¬ 
cized debate with Assem¬ 
blyman Willie Brown over 
the Memorial Day week¬ 
end. 

Jackson said, "We're not 
trying to buck the sheriff. 
He's supporting the Coali¬ 
tion for Homosexual ' 
Rights, and that's his 
thing. We can say what 
we'dTike to say. . . 

"... As irresponsible 
and juvenile as that might 
be," added one Sheriff's 
Department veteran ob- . 
server. "Pure and simple 
spitefulness," commented 
another.

Vote “NO” In August 

CITY CONTROL SHOULD BE WITH THE PEOPLE 
IN THE NEIGHBORHOODS 
-NOT WITH THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


I have heard about 
every argument either for 
or against repeal of Prop¬ 
osition T. 

When you get past the 
emotions, raise argu¬ 
ments, foolish logic, it 
comes down to one ques¬ 
tion: Who shall control 

the future of our city - 
the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce or the people in the 
neighborhoods? 

Among those arguments 
made by opponents of 
Prop T, one of the most 
frequently heard is that 
the make-up of the lines 
is unfair. There might be 
some merit to that point; 
however, all the lines can 
and will be changed. 
After every census we 
change lines of the 
districts for Congress and 
the state Senate and 
Assembly. We will have 
to do this for Supervisor 
as well. 

One argument given 
against T is that it might 
affect services. Unless 
you are for the complete 
overthrow of the social 
services system (and the 
courts will fight you to 
— this), - 


the death on 


there 


will be no lessening of 
scpcial services under 
district elections. As for 
log rolling (the trading of 
votes ana influence be¬ 
tween politicians), well, 
there just is not any 
money in our city budget 
for any of it. What money 
that is spent on frills goes 
to the Chamber, BART, 
Candlestick Park, Yerba 
Buena and Market Street 
Beautification. 

Prop T does not allow 
for runoffs, but there is 
no provision for runoffs in 
the method we now have 
of electing supervisors. In 
fact, in the last election 
only one of the six super¬ 
visors received 50% of the 
total vote cast. 

The weakest argument 
is that district elections 
would create ward politics 
and "bosses." At the 
moment, the Chamber of 
Comiperce and the major 
media (the two daily 
newspapers) control this 
city. All three have 
joined to repeal Prop T 
before it has a chance. I 
detest bossism - any kind 
of bossism - but we have 
bossism in this city now. 


(Let us not be naive about 
that.) These bosses have 
a record of not being 
friendly to Gays. One 
small example - the 
Chamber and their people 
would never give one red 
cent for the Gay Parade. 
That would change under 
district elections. 

Electability of any Gay 
candidate has to be con¬ 
sidered in a citywide 
election as well. Whether 
one is a supporter of 
Harvey Milk or not, it 
must be recognized that 
he is the best known 
"name" of any of the Gay 
politicians in the city. 
Yet, in a city wide elec¬ 
tion, he still finished out 
of the money - without 
another upfront Gay on 
the ballot. 

Could we split the Gay 
vote and let a straight win 
in what should otherwise 
be a "Gay" district? Yes, 
that could happen. Let us 
take the btii District 
(Castro), since that seems 
to be the one most likely 
to elect an upfront Gay. 
The last time Milk was on 
the ballot in that district 
he garnered something 
like 60% of the vote. This 
year, with Rick Stokes 
entering the race, obvi¬ 
ously Milk would get a 
lesser percentage. 

I am not familiar with 


Stokes' campaign plans, 
but I am sure he will be a 
viable candidate. How¬ 
ever, I think that those 
who are counting on the 
Gays in that district split¬ 
ting the vote badly may 
be wrong. Obviously^ I 
would like to see one Gay 
consensus candidate 

emerge there, but the 
democratic way is for 
free choice. 

The one thing that 
bothers me most is that 
we Gays are the first to 
scream for change and re¬ 
form; but when it comes, 
some of us have trouble 
recognizing it. Why are 
the opponents of Prop T 
so afraid to test it? Obvi¬ 
ously, the old power bunch 
does not want to let go of 
the power at City Hall. I 
am distressed that some 
Gays are helping these 
people to hang on to that 
power. 

It is difficult for me to 
comprehend why many 
Gays are determined to 
see that district elections, 
approved by the voters a 
few months ago, never 
goes into effect. 

Let us at least give 
Prop T a try. Is that 
really asking too much? 
Vote "NO" August 2 on 
both Props A ana B.

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Milk Forum 
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A Nation Finally Talks 
About . . . “It” 


by Harvey Milk 


No matter which way 
the vote went in Florida 
last Tuesday, Gay people 
won; there was a victory 
deeper than the actual 
vote. And it is only the 
beginning. Too many 
people look only at the 
vote count; they do not 
understand what the vote 
means. 

Without Anita Bryant 
there would not have 
been: a cover story on 

'’Newsweek” which dis¬ 
pelled many of the myths 
about homosexuality; 
headlines, day after day, 
in major city after major 
city, talking about Gay 
rights and homosexuality; 
national television nightly 
covering Gay rights. In 
short, the entire nation 
finally opened up and 
talked about Gay people. 
Dialogue that had never 
before taken place be¬ 
came a daily occurrence. 
The drawing of lines put 
many of our enemies out 
in tne open where they 
can be counted and seen. 
It also brought to the side 
of Gay people groups like 


the Dade County Demo¬ 
cratic Party (where were 
the Republicans on this 
one?). Once people took 
the stand on the side of 
the Gay people, they be¬ 
came deeply committed. 

AN AWAKENING - AND 
WHAT IS NEW? 

Homosexuality is no 
longer a taboo subject in 
the media and m the 
homes and schools of a 
nation. The crack in the 
dam has taken place. 
While there has been 
much said and printed 
against Gay people during 
the campaign, tnat is no¬ 
thing new. The laws have 
been there for centuries. 
The hatred has always 
been there. What was 
new are the words .that 
were pro-Gay. Never be¬ 
fore has so much positive 
been said and printed. 
Anita Bryant got m print 
what so many Gay people 
for so long nave tried to 
do in vain. She herself 
pushed the Gay movement 
ahead, and the subject can 


never be pushed back into 
the darkness. 

THE TRUE NATIONAL 
GAY MOVEMENT 

The second victory out 
of Florida was from the 
statement made by Bryant 
that she would not take 
their campaign to San 
Francisco because "the 
Gays are too organized 
there." What that state¬ 
ment said to Gay people 
all over the nation is: 
"Let's find out just what 
they did in SF and how 
they did it. Then, let's do 
it here." Anita Bryant 
told the Gay communities 
of every city in the na¬ 
tion: GET ORGANIZED 

LIKE THEY DID IN SAN 
FRANCISCO! She has, in 
fact, started what so 
many of us have talked 
about - a true national 
Gay movement. 

CALIFORNIA GAY 
COALITION 

The result: We in the 
Gay community should 
copy the other move¬ 
ments. We must organize 
beyond our local areas and 
personal beliefs. We 
should start with a Cali¬ 
fornia state-wide con¬ 
vention next spring of Gay 
people from all over the 
state from ALL political 
philosophies. And we 
should invite every candi¬ 
date who is running in all 
the primaries for all the 
state offices _to talk on 


one subject only: where 
they stand on Gay rights 
and just what they are 
going to do for Gay 
people. They should be 
instructed that at this 
particular convention 
there is only ONE issue 
that we want to hear 
about. There will be no 
endorsing. No partisan 
play. No games. But that 
their stands and com¬ 
ments will be made pub¬ 
lic. and that their absence 
will also be made public. 

The Blacks do this on a 
national level. There is 
no reason why, in the 
future, there is not a 
national Gay convention 
of Gay people from all 
political factions asking 
the candidates for Presi¬ 
dent where they stand and 
just what they will be 
doing for Gay people if 
elected. Then when we 


look at the candidates on 
the other issues, we will 
at least have their Gay 
rights views up front ana 
not clouded by other 
issues. 

No longer should we 
allow any candidate (even 
our "friends") to evade the 
issue because it will 
"hurt" them with other 
voters. If none appear, 
then none should get our 
votes. Our votes should 
go to one of the minor 
party candidates if any of 
them show up. 

This political action has 
worked, to a large degree, 
in SF. It should be now 
used on a state-wide level 
and then expanded on to 
the national level. 

Anita Bryant has told us 
to organize all over the 
nation as we have done in 
SF. Thank you for that 
one, Anita!

Choreographers of "Vive, Paris, 
STEVE MERRITT. 

Revue: Vive, 
Paris, Vive 

Depending upon your 
age, you may or may not 
recall the good old days 
(eight or ten years back) 
when Bimbo's 365 Club on 
Columbus boasted top 
name headliners, "the girl 
in the fishbowl," and lav¬ 
ish Barry Ashton revues. 
In recent years, it has 
become an occasional 
haven for such camp 
kitsch as The Tubes, who 
are living proof of the 
power ot oversell and 
superhype, and Italian 
wedding receptions. 

Well, the heyday of the. 
lavish topless revue is 
back, with the old master 
Ashton presenting "Vive, 
Paris, Vive." If the words 
"Vegas revue" connote 
images of pretty girls 
parading extravagant 

costumes up and down 
staircases while a plastic 
tenor cranks out innocu¬ 
ous lyrics, you're only par¬ 
tially right. Certainly 
Ashton offers a stageful 
of undressed ladies, there 
is the obligatory bland 
French male production 
singer named Serge de 
Brissac, but this Vegas 
revue is cramped for 
staircases on the Bimbo 
stage, so it compensates 
with stronger dancing and 
high quality spot acts, 
making it a thoroughly 
diverting 90 minutes of 
entertainment. 

Barry Ashton and I 
talked briefly opening 
night: "The old formal 

doesn't work any more. I 
brought this show from 
Vegas instead of 'Paris 
Scandale' (now playing in 
Tahoe) because I figured 
San Francisco is more hip 
than square Las Vegas. 
'Vive' is actually a camp 
puton of the square Vegas 


Vive" and creators of "Friends", 

tormat; that's why it won 
the award as 'Best Show' 
in Vegas because the show 
kids who vote the award 
understood what I was 
doing. All of my shows 
are slightly offbeat, and 
in the past four years, 
they've gotten a little 
kinky." 

Kinky is a good word 
for "Vive, Paris, Vive." 
After a sensational open¬ 
ing can-can number, there 
is a takeoff on the Singing 
Nun version of "Domi¬ 
nique" with a pregnant 
nun, a ridiculously over¬ 
developed nun and a flying 
nun who can't keep her 
skirt down; there is 
Patrick, "The All 
American Male Stripper;" 
a production number in a 
bordello with a virile S.S. 
officer getting stripped 
down to his transvestite 
apparel and beaten by the 
hookers; and there is a 
black lady named Jackie 
Houston who pours oil on 
her body (costume cour¬ 
tesy of Wesson) and 
slithers in orgiastic 
ecstasy. There is also a 
wonderful bit of campery 
to "Ease on Down the 
Road" that has to be seen, 
it cannot be described ex¬ 
cept to say the eyes of 
the Munchkins are to be 
studied carefully. 

There are problems; the 
first half of the bordello 
sketch seems interminable 


and never gets off the 
ground until it moves into 
the bordello and the nuns 
sketch labors hard to 
little effect. But the 
finale is pure Vegas flash, 
beaded and feathered to 
death. The show zips 
along at a merry pace. 
Unfortunately, the Dick 
Crest band has a shrill 
tendency to overpower 
the singers and blast out 
the front rows. 

Patrick, a local boy 
making more than good:, 

f erforms a male strip- 
ease that is an audience 
turnon without being 
vulgar. A handsome devil, 
there is a tongue-in-cheek 
puton quality about his 
strip that makes it fun as 
well as exciting and wo¬ 
men's libbers will be 
happy to know that while 
the girls go only topless, 
Patrick goes all the way. 
He's a charmer, as is 
Angela Andries, a viva¬ 
cious redhead who belts 
capably and reveals a 
stunning body. There is a 
bouncy blonde named 
Suzie Kendriex who shines 
in every production and 
Steve Merritt's athletic 
and imaginative choreog¬ 
raphy elevates the show 
far above the average 
Vegas standard. 

friends" are three 
young, dynamic singer/ 
dancers who deserve 
headliner status. First- 
rate performers, they are 
the perfect complement 
for the Ashton girls. As 
the lovely ladies kick, 
twirl and scream with 
delight, the three macho 
males command their own 
attention in contrast; it's 
a winning combination 
production-wise and their 
solo turn, far too brief, 
proves they are outstand¬ 
ing individual performers 
as well. 

The Jolly Jovers, a 
middle-aged husband-and- 
wife team, are the final 
spot on the bill before the 
finale, and they would be 
a tough act to follow. 
Totally delightful, they 

f ierform a balancing rou- 
ine atop a table that is f 
uproarious because of 
their running patter. 
Mildly risque But always 
funny, they are complete 
pros who make their every 
minute onstage a joy to 
behold. 

Production values are 
generally excellent; the 
sets cure exceptional for 
the Bimbo stage and the 
costumes in the opening 
and finale dazzling. It's a 
high energy show that

Interview: “Friends” 


Scene - The San Jose 
Center of the Performing 
Arts, four years ago. 29 
year old choreographer 
Steve Merritt is holding 
auditions for "Hello Dolly* 
starring Janis Paige. One 
big problem; there are no 
good male dancers. So 
Merritt takes four young 
high school jocks named 
Larry Coles, Jerry Evans, 
Tim Michaels and Jeff 
Holland and makes 
dancers out of them. Im¬ 
pressed by their natural 
ability ana willingness to 
learn, Merritt returns to 
L.A. after telling them if 
they want to pursue show 
biz careers, he’ll train 
them and guarantee that 
within 2 years they will be 
working with a headline 
act. 

The boys, who scarcely 
knew each other previous¬ 
ly, think it over. For 5’6" 
Tim Michaels, with the 
looks that set teeny hop¬ 
pers hearts aflame, danc¬ 
ing "was a way to assert 
myself. I was kind of 
wandering through life. 
I’d always liked the whole 
aura oi the performing 
thing. Dancing is like 
sports. It’s a lot more 
work but not as violent. 
It gave me a very focused 
direction." 5'8" Jerry 
Evans suddenly found per¬

ances at Reno Sweeney's 
and Studio One. 

In two years, they have 
started right at the top 
and just kept building 
momentum. Steve Mer¬ 
ritt, whose own idols are 
Jerome Robbins, Bob 
Fosse and Michael Kidd, 


has built them into such a 
dynamic act that many 
stars are a little afraid to 
use them for an opening 
act. Which is fine, too, 
because they don't want 
to open for anybody, they 
want their own identity. 
Next they would like a 
recording contract, be¬ 
cause as Larry puts it, 
"They won't book you un¬ 
less you have a hit record. 
We're geared more to a 
younger crowd." Tim - 
*We want it to be us 
instead of Alice Cooper 
and The Tubes they come 
to see." And Steve has 
individual contracts with 
each of them, so if Tim 
gets a movie, Jerry gets a 
commercial, etc., the 
group remains intact but 
with personal freedom to 
do other things. Eventu¬ 
ally, he would like to see 
them have their own TV 
series - "I’d like to get 
them into a musical 
dramatic series. I want 
everyone to know they act 
as well as sing and dance. 
They're all good actors." 
Their current act is 
geared to soft rock, and 
ultimately, they'd like the 
same audience as Neil 
Diamond and the 
Bee Gees. In other words, 
they want it all . . . and 
why not? 

Right now ; they’re sing¬ 
ing and hoofing up a storm 
in Barry Ashton's "Vive, 
Paris, Vive." The revue 
format is a new experi¬ 
ence for them but one 
they’re thoroughly enjoy¬ 


ing. Says Steve, "They've 
been limousined and publi¬ 
cized to death! I want 
them to have a taste of 
everything, so this show is 
good for them." 

At 23 (Jerry and Tim) 
and 21 (Larry), they're 
well ahead of their 
mentor at that age. When 
Steve started his profes¬ 
sional career at 21, it was 
dancing on a local L.A. 
show called "Polka 
Parade" ("It was the 
worst!!") for over a year, 
then to the Bonanza in 
Vegas with Lome Greene. 
After 5 years as a dancer, 
he staged Sammy Davis 
act ana became a full- 
fledged choreographer. 
And occasional teacher. 
"I hate to teach. They 
learned as fast as I could 
teach or I couldn't have 
done it. They jammed 10 
years of work into 2 
years." 

Their rigid discipline is 
still maintained today. 
They approach dancing as 
athletes, living together 
in a house in JL.A. when 
not on the road, and if at 
times close proximity be¬ 
comes nerve-wracking, 
they are secure enough to 
air their gripes. Larry - 
"If something bugs us, we 
tell the other." Tim - 
"But we all have the same 
priorities." In what little 
spare time they have, 
Jerry is adept at karate 
and fencing, Tim plays the 
guitar ana writes, and 
Larry is an avid reader 
and writes poetry and 










snort stories. cut, says 
Larry, "our relaxation is 
work. Steve eventually 
would like to confine him¬ 
self to producing and 
management, while Jerry 
woula like to choreograph, 
so the hierarchy seems 
clear - Stev§ will manage 

the group, Jerry will chor¬ 
eograph in the Merritt 
style, and "Friends" will 
become a top name at¬ 
traction. 

It's obviously all been 
carefully thought out, but 
the three talented and 
very nice guys who com¬ 
prise "Friends" are in no 
great rush. At their age, 
they can even afford for 
it to take another two or 
three years. Jerry smiles 
and says, "We don't set

The Board of Directors 
has appointed Adria Blum 
as Interim Director of the 
Clinic pending selection 
of a Permanent Director.

She has worked tire¬ 
lessly to help establish our 
Gay counseling service at 
Pacific Medical Center 
and in speaking out in the 
community about the con¬ 
sciousness of Gay issues. 

Operation Concern 
offers a telephone system 
of intake and referral, 
individual men and wo¬ 
men, couple, groups and 
family therapy, consulta¬ 
tion with community 
agencies and responds to 
requests for education and 

outreach to the San Fran¬ 
cisco community. Most 
services are in mdividual 
and group therapy.

His 
music would wake up the 
dead. And if you're not

Alice 
isn't letting the lavender 
audience get away this 
time.

Well, now that I've had 
my little indulgence with 
a bit of heavy metal mad¬ 
ness, I'd like to comply 
with a frequent request 
that I review some disco 
albums. OK, I've searched 
for a long time to find a 
disco album I could get 
behind and I've finally 
found one - TRANS- 
EUROPE EXPRESS by 
Kraftwerk. What an 
amazing album! This is 
disco within the context 
of rock 'n' roll. Kraftwerk 
is a technological kraut 
band - precise and un¬ 
abashedly perfectionist 
(no um-pa-pa, though). 
TRANS-EUROPE is the 
first LP they've done that 
is bona fide masterpiece, 
non-stop excellence. 

Of course everyone 
knows that Donna Summer 
and those people go to 
Deutschland to record. 
The reason for that is that 
the techno-maniacs that 
dominate German music 
are capable of total bore¬ 
dom. (I mean, how many 
American bass players 
could play a disco bottom 
line for more than a week 
without comitting sui¬ 
cide?) But Kraftwerk 
manages to transform 
utter boredom into sheer 
delight. On the title cut 
David Bowie is every¬ 
where - even within the 
very lyrics themselves 
(Iggy too) - and it is obvi¬ 
ous that Kraftwerk was 
anticipating LOW and 
studying STATION TO 
STATION.

time, rocking back and 
forth in enjoyment. As is 
often done at WOT per¬ 
formances, scenery was 
changed in full view of 
the audience. 

However, Carlisle 

Floyd's opera SUSANNAH 
was what really undid me. 
When I was growing up in 
New York this work was 
being performed by 
Phyllis Curtin and Norman 
Treigle with the New 
York City Opera; how I 
wish I had seen it then! 
Never having heard the 
music, I was stunned by 
the lyric beauty of the 
score, particularly Susan¬ 
nah’s two arias. The story 
is timely to Gays. It 
concerns the spread of 
hatred by religious zealots 
and how their intolerance 
destroys lives. In these 
days of hate crusades by 
the Florida Orange Lady, 
the opera becomes a 
striking musical state¬ 
ment of "Let he who has 
not sinned cast the first 
stone.” Susannah is a 
young backwoods girl, 
raised by a drunken 
brother but basically inno¬ 
cent. Her beauty incites 
jealousy in the town 
among several of the 
older religious biddies.

Olin Blitch, who, despite 
any godly pretenses, is 
more a man of the flesh 
than the cloth, and easily 
overpowered by Susan¬ 
nah's beauty. 

SUSANNAH is an eve¬ 
ning of intense theater; 
musically the sounds are 
ravishing. In the title role 
Pamela Myers sang radi¬ 
antly, proving to be a 
most sensitive actress. 
Michael Burgess as her 
brother Sam provided a 
foil to her innocence. 
Sharon Sherrard, who 
alternates with Ms. 
Myers as Susannah, did a 
splendid bit turn as Mrs. 
McLean, the old bitch who 


starts all the trouble (the 
local Anita Bryant) warn¬ 
ing townsfolk at the 
picnic, "Ah wouldn't touch 
them peas of her'n," with 
bile dripping from her 
mouth. Christopher Smith 
was most effective as her 
son, Little Bat McLean, 
the town idiot who has a 
crush on Susannah. The 

conducting by William 
Huckaby was superb, pro¬ 
ducing an evening of 
throbbing drama. 

WOT tours for approxi¬ 
mately six months and 
plays the Palace of Fine 
Arts in May as one of its 
final stops. In many 
towns it is the only live 
entertainment to show up 
during the year. The 
audiences are always 
appreciative. I think 
they’re damned lucky to 
get such good opera from 
such enthusiastic per¬ 
formers. 

If your car breaks down 
in Death Valley and you 
start having hallucinations 
of Dr. Bartolo, Figaro and 
Count Almaviva coming 
to your rescue, better 
think twice. It might just 
turn out to be the mem¬ 
bers of Western Opera 
Theatre arriving by bus, 
snowmobile or seaplane. 
Who knows, maybe next 
year in the Holy Land - on 
camels!

Playing The Game: 

The Homosexual Novel 
In America 

BY ROGER AUSTIN, Bobbs-Merrill Co., 
1977 — $8.95 — 240 pages

Let's say the good 
things first. Roger 

Austen has written about 
the neglected (no, make 
that suppressed) Gay male 
novel in the U.S. from the 
20's through the 60's. 
Austen's thesis is that 
there are many fine Gay 
works that aren't better 
known because of hetero¬ 
sexual bigotry (titles like 
"The Young and the Evil," 
"The Gallery" and "The 
Gaudy Image"). For this 
reason alone the book is 
valuable. 

Austen pioneers the 
argument that Gay writ¬ 
ing has been every bit as 
good as Jewish or Black or 
Chicano writing, but 
critics like John Aldridge 
have castigated and in¬ 
timidated Gay writers 
when they were open - 
even attacked them when 
they ventured into the 
forbidden territory at all! 
Clearly it is time that 
restitution be made for ail 
this criminal homophobia. 
(John Horne Burns, nound- 
ed into an early grave, 
will be happy to hear 


about restitution!) 

It's time that critics 
stopped sniggling like 
novices in a nunnery over 
a subject matter that's 
had a harder time moving 
into the mainstream than 
any other - and because of 
THEM, not because of the 
subject or treatment 
themselves. (I'm not con¬ 
vinced, though, as Austen 
seems to be, that these 
days are dead.) 

Austen has chosen not 
to write about post-1965 
novels, he says in the 
Introduction, because of a 
possibly limited perspec¬ 
tive. Nevertheless, he 
adds a final chapter on 
the last ten years and 
comments on recent fic¬ 
tion after all. I feel it is 
here that "Playing the 
Game" is deficient. I dis¬ 
agree that quality writing 
has declinea of late. How 
many good books appeared 
in tne past one hundred 
years? Only a few, every 
few years. The same pat¬ 
tern continues at the 
moment, and it's Austen's 
"limited perspective" that 
imagines good novels will 
not be written in the 
future. 

Particularly annoying is 


that Austen ' omits books 
like Wallace Hamilton's 
"Christopher and Gay" and 
Merle Miller's "What Hap- 

f ened" and other impor- 
ant works and then has 
the colossal nerve to 
maintain that serious Gay 
novels aren't appearing as 
readily these days! I think 
it's bad scholarship on 
Austen's part to leave out 
what's already around and 
then throw up his hands in 
dismay about the state of 
the current publishing 
scene. (Even if he has 
read books he may not 
like, he's duty-bound at 
least to mention them in a 
so-called critical history. 
He could also have resist¬ 
ed including Patricia Nell 
Warren's and Laura Z. 
Hobson's books merely to 
dismiss them as beneath 
contempt, for, while 
Austen berates these 
women authors, he neg¬ 
lects more important 
works.) 

On the whole, Austen's 
judgments of literature 
tend to be narrow. He 
apparently likes only 
certain kinds of photo¬ 
graphically "realistic" or 
else "campy" Gay writing, 
and too often he confuses 
his lack of generosity 
toward other types with 
"high standards. 

There's also a conserva¬ 
tive frame of reference 
throughout the book that 
praises and forgives older 
novels simply because 
they're "older" and, there¬ 
fore. somehow more for- 

f ivable. At the same 
ime, he penalizes con¬ 
temporary works simply 
because they're written 
"now." (I think he does a 


particular injustice to 
Hobson's Consenting 

Adult," a sincere book 
about a mother trying to 
come to terms with her 
son's homosexuality, and 
for Austen to laugh at her 
plight strikes me as insen¬ 
sitive - a kind of "hetero- 
!phobia," if you will.) 

In addition, I disagree 
with Austen's conclusions, 
about where the serious 
Gay novel is heading. 
Even though I am quoted 
in the book as worrying 
about the coming death of 
serious Gay literature, I 
didn't mean that remark 
the way Austen means it. 
He mentions the upsurge 
of pornography and says 
that Gay readers are 
reading porn instead of 
quality books. Sure, some 
readers bought Gay novels 
in the past because they 
had to have SOMETHING 
to jack off with, but that 
doesn't mean there aren't 
plenty of readers left who 
read for literary reasons! 
(Has Saul Bellow stopped 
writing about straights 
merely because "Hustler" 
and "Penthouse" abound 
on the newsstands? Seri¬ 
ous Gay readers aren't any 
the less interested in seri¬ 
ous Gay fiction!) 

Austen also maintains 
that the serious Gay novel 
is drying up because 
people don't have to rely 
on it any longer for "in¬ 
formation" about Gay life 
since so many non-fiction- 
al works are available 
now. Again, maybe in the 

g ast some readers read 
ray novels only because 
they had no other way of 
learning about our "twilit 
world. But, good 


heavens, people who read 
serious fiction don't read 
novels - straight or Gay 
ones - for mere "informa¬ 
tion," any more than they 
look at paintings because 
they want photographs of 
people's faces! (I find this 
a singularly restrictive 
view of the role of fic¬ 
tion. They read good 
books because they want 
to live the emotional and 
dramatized lives of the 
characters. The experi¬ 
ence one gets from seri¬ 
ous fiction is distinctly 
different from and more 
intense than the one one 
gets from non-fiction; and 
if there are only a dozen 
literate readers left to 
appreciate this distinc¬ 
tion, then those twelve 
will be sufficient.) 

The cause of quality 
literature, as opposed to 
bestsellerdom, has never 
been in the hands of vast 
numbers anyway. And if 
the big New York publish¬ 
ers wnl publish only pop 
lit. then serious writers 
will increasingly turn to 
small presses. But serious 
literature WILL continue, 
no matter what, and in 
time it will take its place 
in the history of civiliza¬ 
tion, and then .some critic 
(like Mr. Austen) will 
applaud the dead authors 
for persisting despite so 
many setbacks. 

If you're at all inter¬ 
ested in a ground-breaking 
history of the Gay male 
novel, I recommend 
Austen's "Playing the 
Game" (for all the short¬ 
comings of its final 
chapter). It is written 
with a light, often witty, 
touch that compensates

PLAYING THE GAME: 
THE HOMOSEXUAL 

NOVEL IN AMERICA 
by Roger Austen 
Bobbs-Merrill Co. 

1977-$8.95-240 pages 

Imagine that you select 
a theme for a novel, write 
the story, and then pre¬ 
tend that the plot is really 
about something else. 

Can you envision current 
novelists struggling with 
such a dilemma? This is 
the bind that Gay writers 
have struggled against for 
generations. This was 
^Playing the Game." 

Roger Austen ? a book 
and theater reviewer for 
the SENTINEL, has bril¬ 
liantly traced this infuri¬ 
ating but spellbinding 
history from the Victorian 
era to the mid-sixties. 
Much painstaking research 
is effortlessly weaved into 
this unique literary tapes¬ 
try. 

Austen toys with the 
usual speculations that 
surround Herman Melville 
which we missed in high 
school English classes. 
(Was he really "hot" for 
Nathaniel Hawthorne; was 
Billy Budd homoerotic?) 

He moves us forward to 
the romantic sagas of 
Charles Warren Stoddard, 
who wrote innocent tales 
of star-struck sailors 
adventuring together. 

Tantalizing footnotes 
drop casually here and 
there. How many of us 
are aware that Stephen 
Crane nearly wrote a 
short novel of Gay life in 
the streets entitled 
"Flowers of Asphalt"? 

The story never saw print. 
What a loss! 

Only in the 1930's did 
the Gay narrative, as we 
know it today, begin to 
emerge. Yet the burden 
x of the closet continued to 
' stoop most authors during 
this period. 

Those who mourn the 
passing of S.I.R. should 
take heart. In the novel 
"Goldie" by Kennilworth 
Bruce (1933) we read of a ph 
Gay group known depress- th< 
ingly as "The Twilight to 


League." Alas! It too 
perished. 

"The fact that The Twi¬ 
light League could never 
function smote Goldie 
grimly. It would be im¬ 
possible to organize the 
adherents of Limbo. They 
were born to be alone. 
They had renounced the 
companionship of women, 
the prospect of home and 
comfort in old age, just to 
be alone. They were es¬ 
sentially selfish; hadn’t 
they given up everything 
to gratify that Self? They 
must continue sneaking 
about, apprehensive of the 
law, naving contempt for 
one another. That was 
the real tragedy of their 
existence." 

Austen guides the read¬ 
er through the 1940’s and 
1950’s discussing in detail 
James Barr's "Quatrefoil," 


Gay experience. TIis at¬ 
tack gives the elation of 
sweet revenge. 

"Did the critics of the 
fifties not realize they 
were placing monstrously 
unfair demands on gay 
writers? If homosexuals 
were supposed to avoid 
’normal' fiction because 
they couldn't handle 
'normal passions’ convinc¬ 
ingly and at the same 
time avoid ’abnormal' fic¬ 
tion because it was too 
'narrow' to be worthwhile 
and 'great', what options 
were left? ... As it 
stands today, the petty, 
imperceptive and macho 
criticism of Aldridge, 
Cowley, Kazan, et. al., 
brings far more discredit 
to themselves than to 
those novels of the fifties 
which they found so dis¬ 
tressing." 

Christopher tsherwood^s We look to future Gay- 


Ohristopher isnerwood s 
"A Single Man," and John 
Horne Burn's "The Gal¬ 
lery." 

In the wild 1960's the 
traditional homosexual 
chronicle began to slip 
into a closet of its own. 
Austen mourns the passing 
of the old school to some 
extent. He feels the new¬ 
er genre lacks a redeem¬ 
ing quality to justify the 
new freedom. The lures 
of the flesh have finally 
broken through. 

Oddly enough, he is not 
taken with Patricia Nell 
Warren's "Front Runner" 
or "The Fancy Dancer." 
He finds Warren's vision 


too idealistic and beauti¬ 
ful. But the rise of the 
Gay-lib novel may well be 
the next significant phase 
in this corner of literary 
history. After years of 
darkness and guilt, the 
exhausted Gay reader is 
damn well entitled to 
enjoy shamelessly some 
romance and joy. Let us 
give ourselves a treat and 
gorge on the fruits of 
victory won so far. We all 
need to feel like healthy 
front runners. There will 
still be time for a sharper 
new school of realism to 
develop. 

In addition, Austen at¬ 
tacks the snide homo- 
ihobic critics who through 
he years have attempted 
to deny any validity to the

Senior Citizens 
Rent Assistance 
—New Law 

For the first time, low- 
income senior citizen 
renters will qualify for 
State refunds. 

The Senior Citizens 
Rent Assistance Law, 

g assed last year by the 
tate Legislature, author¬ 
izes refunds to renters 62 
years or older as of Janu¬ 
ary 1. 1977, whose total 
household income was 
$5,000 or less. 

Claims for rent assist¬ 
ance can be filed until 
August 31, 1977. 

Directors of the pro¬ 
gram predict 200,000 
elderly renters will get 
refunds this year and that 
the average refund will be 
$ 100 . 

"Seniors who claimed 
the standard $37 renter's 
credit by filing a Personal 
Income Tax Form 540 may 
also be eligible for rent 
assistance," the State 
Director said. "However," 
he said, "persons who live 
in tax-exempt housing do 
not qualify." 

Claimants who want to 
take advantage of free 
help offered by trained 
senior citizen volunteers, 
should call the County 
Senior Citizens Informa¬ 
tion and Referred Center 
for the nearest office. 

Claim forms and in¬ 
formation may be ob¬ 
tained by calling or visit- 
,ing any office of the 
California Franchise Tax 
Board, or by writing to 
Franchise Tax Board, 
Senior Citizens Programs, 
P.O. Box 1588, Sacra¬ 
mento, CA 95807.

The Word “Gay” - 
What Does It Mean? 

SELF-INTERVIEWS-3 
BY JACK WARNER 

Q. In ourlast interview, you said that the word 
"gay can mean happy and merry and bright, after 
all. The term you used was "electric joy, and you 
promised to give some examples. 

A. I can give an example that has to do with 
the word "gay' p itself. I had gone to a fashion show 
with some other gay men, etna I'm afraid we weren't 
terribly interested in the fashions. It was a dull 
evening until the emcee, with the artificial exuber¬ 
ance of a true huckster, described a cocktail dress 
as "a smart gay frock." Nobody in our group said 
anything, and we didn't even look at each other. But 
something began to emanate from us. We could feel 
it, and people around us could feel it, too. In a few 
minutes the room was transformed. People who had 
sat nodding burst into smiles, and there was resound¬ 
ing applause. A dull show was turned into a raging 
success. 

Q. Just because somebody used the word "gay"? 

A. Because we reacted to it, I suppose, what 
had we done? Nothing, except be ourselves - which 
is to say, gay. Just hearing the word had reminded 
us. It wasn't until the show was over that any of us 
said anything about it. Then one of my friends said, 
"Let's go to a smart gay ban and get a smart gay 
drink." We laughed all the way up the street, and we 
went on laughing throughout the evening. By the 
time we were ready to go home, everything we had 
encountered had been turned into something that 
was "smart gay." We had "smart gay" bottles of 
beer. We saw a "smart gay" motorcycle rider. And 
we even gave coins to a ''smart gay" panhandler. 

Q. You're saying that the word^'gay" itself can 
bring out a form of gayness. 

A. In this instance, it did. I use this example 
because I think it offers the very essence of the 
meaning I have been talking about. We weren't iust 
homosexuals - we were also gay in several other 
meanings of the term. Let us look back, for a 
minute, to my article "Why Call Them Gay?" The 
article explains how the word was bestowed on 
homosexuals by straight society, but it doesn't 
explain why homosexuals themselves embraced the 
word, used it, turned it into ^ a useful and all- 

uck to gay 
regard to 
I submit, 

ay people wanted it to stick. It was gay 
who took the sting out of the word. Prosti¬ 
tutes and philanderers didn't - gay people did. 

Q. Why? How did that come about? 

A. I would guess because gay people saw the 
possibilities in the word. It meant homosexual, but 
it also meant all of those other things that the word 
meant, and still means. My point here is that gay 
people took over all of those meanings. 

Q. Aren't you talking about something that no 
longer applies? Hasn't this other meaning of "gay" 
disappeared? 

A. I have received a letter that was written in 
response to "Why Call Them Gay?" that makes that 
very claim. The writer disagrees with what is said 
in that article because he would like to advance the 
idea that "gay" means only witty and sophisticated. 
As I have tried to make clear, I think it means that, 
too. But it also means some other things, as well. I 
mention the letter because the writer says regarding 
gay people: "The last of the line were old men (ana 
tew m number) 25 years ago. They were truly 'gay' 
and something special." In short, he would like to 
limit the meaning of the word to something he 
believes is now gone. I don't think you cam assume 
such things about words and their meanings. Words 
outlive people. 

Q. Words grow and change, too. Perhaps you 
are expecting too much of the word "gay." 

A. I disagree with the letter-writer because I 
don't think his interpretation of the word has 
changed. It has not disappeared. Gay wit and 
sophistication still exist. It is true, as the writer 
says, that gayness was a matter of style in the 
period he mentions, but it still is. Styles change, but 
style itself remains. Moreover, there are still plenty 
of people around who can appreciate the gay wit of 
30 to 50 years ago. My records of Bea Lillie and 
Noel Coward and Cole Porter still get played. And 
last Saturday night, in a bar, I heard some gay 
conversation that could have been transplanted 
directly from a bar scene of the 1930s. Gay people 
are still clever, and they still like and produce 
humor. 

S . I can see that the letter you received has 
ated your thoughts on this subject. 

A. Yes. I am grateful to this man for sending 
me the letter. The questions he raises cure worth 
exploring. I would be glad if other people who have 
ideas on the subject would be willing to share them, 
too. Ideas should be expressed, because we can all 
learn something from them, even when we disagree. 
But I haven't finished with this letter yet. My 
correspondent has raised another question which I 
would like to talk about at our next interview.

MIAMI. FLA. - The for¬ 
mer featured singer on 
the old Arthur Godfrey 
radio program f Anita 
Bryant, was raised in a 
Baptist household in an 
Oklahoma oil field. Her 
parents divorced when she 
was three, and she lived 
the insecure life of being 
shuttled from relative to 
relative. She placed 
second in the 1959 Miss 
America contest, and be¬ 
fore 20 claimed three 
million-seller records as a 
popular singer (remember 
"Paper Roses"?). 

Bryant dropped out of 
the nightclub circuit be¬ 
cause she disapproved of 
alcohol. She began sing¬ 
ing at state fairs, Christ¬ 
ian conferences and 
patriotic meetings. 

Today, Bryant is a 
wealthy woman whose 
popularity in the South 
and Midwest has become 
legendary. Last year, at 
3T, Bryant earned an 
estimated $500,000 doing 
TV commercials ana 
making personal appear¬ 
ances. She is best known 
as the "sunshine girl" on 
the Florida Citrus Com¬ 
mission TV commercials. 

Somewhere along the 
way, Bryant became a 
"born again" Christian, 
believing and espousing 
fundamentalists concepts 
about morality based on 
selected passages from 
the Bible. She is now 
vehemently militant about 
her opposition to upfront 
homosexuality, abortion, 
alcohol, adultery, fornica¬ 
tion and cohabitation by 
. unmarried couples, and 
nudity. Her recently 
formed "Save Our Child¬ 


ren, Inc." was organized 
to repeal a Dade County 
ordinance. The ordinance, 
adopted earlier this year 
by the local commission¬ 
ers, made it illegal for an 
employer or a renter to 
deny a job or rental to a 
person solely because of 
that person's sexual ori¬ 
entation. This applied to 
local private but not 
public school teachers 
who are hired by the 
state. 

The campaign to repeal 
this ordinance has Sky¬ 
rocketed Bryant into 
national fame - even to 
the cover of NEWSWEEK 
magazine. The notoriety 
has presented problems. 
Some of her current 
observations were re¬ 
vealed in a MIAMI 
HERALD interview just 
before Tuesday's election. 
The HERALD interview 
was in Bryant's 27-room

think they would be stupid 
to do that ... If a teacher 
- especially a teacher - 
can legally say, Tm a 
homosexual,' that presents 
an alternate plan that God 
says is not His plan for 
our lives. That's why 
we're fighting." (It must 
be stated that most of the 
literature and advertise¬ 
ments of the Bryant cam¬ 
paign primarily empha¬ 
sized child molestation by 
homosexuals.)

Bryant and her husband 
have become paranoid, 
frightened that the homo¬ 
sexuals sure going to "get 
them." She says, "There 
have been calls and 
threats. Like at the Fon¬ 
tainebleau we were told 
they were in the lobby and 
had picketed before we 
got there. And the con¬ 
vention people sure were 
nervous. And when I was 
in Tallahassee to lead a 
prayer meeting for the 
legislators' wives, we 
went into a restaurant. 
We didn't realize it was 
run by homosexuals. Well, 
they were picketing out 
front, and when I wasn't 
looking Bob switched my 
iced tea because he was 
afraid they'd put some¬ 
thing in there." 

Fear has engulfed 
Bryant. She reports, "I 
appeared at the Florida 
Citrus Open, and, of 
course, on a wide-open 
golf course it would be 
very dangerous, so they 
had top security for me 
there ... I am not going 
to be intimidated, how¬ 
ever. It is hard to live a 
normal life and not be 
paranoid. Tm taking 
certain precautions, but 
not to the point wnere I 
can't go out shopping by 
myself or take the kids to 
the dentist. I will not 
lead my life like that. I 
would rather they shoot 
me and be done with it." 

Bryant's number one 
argument in public ap¬ 
pearances is tnat homo¬ 
sexuals who come out of 
the closet should not 
teach children because 
they might be accepted by 
children and thus become 
acceptable "role models." 
She insists, "I could care

whether she had empathy 
for the fear and frustra¬ 
tion caused by a homo¬ 
sexual remaining closeted, 
she replied: "Well, if the 
personas in the closet and 
they're not flaunting their 
homosexuality in front of 
my children, then there's 
no threat that I can see 
. . . I don't think that they 
should live in terror, but 
you're not talking about a 
person who is born into 
homosexuality. If you 
choose to have a lifestyle, 
as such, then you are 
going to have to live with 
tne consequences . . . The 
major harm is when a 
person wants to flaunt 
homosexuality, wants to 
be able to come out of the 
closet and wants it to be 
legalized." 

Why is the controversial 
woman so opposed to 
homosexuality? Is it a 
sickness? She replies^ "I 
don't believe that. It is a 
sin. It's against nature 
and against what God in¬ 
tended for sex to be used 
as. And the end result is 
that there is no life." 

Recently Bryant was 
quoted in a book ("Total 
Woman" by Marabel 
Morgan) as saying that she 
had sexual problems with 
her husband, Bob. She 
was asked how she could 
justify saying homosexuals 
had sexual problems when 
she has them herself. A 
somewhat startled Bryant 
said, "Well, being hetero¬ 
sexual is considered the 
normal way of sex be¬ 
cause that is what God 
intended. What we are 
talking about is homo¬ 
sexuality - abnormal, per¬ 
verted sex ... I aon t 
claim to be perfect. God 
knows, Tm a sinner like 
anyone else; but at the 
same time, I know there 
are certain sins that are 
an abomination of God 
that I would not touch 
with a 10-foot pole." 

"I think every husband 
and wife go through trials 
and tribulations, and those 
frustrations have to af¬ 
fect our sex lives. But I 
want to clear up the point 
right now; for the most 
part, our sex life is very 
good. And whose business 
is it?" . . . When a report¬ 


er commented, ""The 
homosexual says the same 
thing: whose business is 

it?", Bryant answered, 
"Exactly. So why do they 
want to come out of the 
closet? Why should they 
flaunt their homosexuality 
upon someone in renting 
an apartment or teaching 
in a private parochial 
school? ,r 

Has the campaign 
harmed her employment 
and was the orange juice 
boycott a success? .. . 
"At first the Florida 
Citrus Commission was 
bombarded. I guess 

f ieople had nothing better 
o do than to write and to 
boycott. Then the 

mothers of America re¬ 
taliated, I think. Sales 
are up about 15% over 
last year . . . The Citrus 
people say that Tm a pri¬ 
vate citizen, that I can 
express my views. It was 
touch-and-go at the be¬ 
ginning, but Tm grateful 
they're not intimidated. 
My work for them has 
nothing to do with the 
issue.' 

What about the effect 
on her other employment 
as a huckster for various 
products and her personal 
appearance concerts? . . . 
"Tele-Tactics said, initial¬ 
ly, that Singer Sewing 
Machine was so happy 
with their concept of a 
program for me that they 
wanted to do the whole 
series. Of course, you've 
got to get everything in 
writing, . . . The First 
Federal Savings commer¬ 
cials are not being aired, 
but there's no indication 
of dropping the contract. 
They have plenty of 
money, so maybe that's 

f ood, too . . . My bookings 
or personal appearances 
are down simply because 
I'm a controversial figure. 
I say I became a contro¬ 
versial figure because the 
homosexuals brought the 
issue to national attention 
by threatening to boycott 
orange juice. That made 
the national press." 

What will you do after 
the election with "Save 
Our Children"? . . . "Well, 
we'll set up an office in 
Washington. We've come 
to realize that a lot of 
things are being thrown at 
kids today - a lot of areas 
where tney are being 
threatened and the future 
of America is being 
threatened. There are 
other pressures than 
homosexuality on our kids 
today - like pornography, 
abortion, alcohol and 
drugs. We will be quiz¬ 
zing and endorsing candi¬ 
dates for office. A lot of 
gals and mothers who 
weren't involved in any¬ 
thing political want to be 
involved now, want to
